Much has been written about Thomas 
Scott, father of Scott, and his great 
fight to save his son.

He was asked if he wished Seott 
to be hanged, and he replied: ‘‘I have 
never ed for revenge. I am an 
American citizen and believe in a ver- 
dict given by the court. I only want 
to see justice done.” 

Scott’s Own Statement. 

Commenting during the day on his 
expressed wish Thursday night to 
spend his last hours alone, Scott said: 
_“ You know, there are things to think 
about when one is to meet the Creator. 
When a ‘person feels as I do, that he 
has been grievously sinned against 
there is a lot of bitterness in the heart.

Margaret Gertin, 19 years old, pretty 
and Worldly wise, confessed last night, 
a few. hourg after Peter, her husband 
of three weeks, had been slain while 
attempting to escape from a detective, 


that she had assisted Peter, a paroled 
convict, In the burglary of Andrew 
Roth’s store at 2273 Lincoln avenue on 
July 24. 

Her confession came after a grilling 
at the hands of Lieut. Hugh McCarthy 
of the detective bureau. For hours she 
maintained that she didn’t know any- 
thing of her husband's nefarious activ- 
ities. Then she weakened and con- 
fessed she had helped her husband that 
She was locked up at West Chi- 
cago avenue station. 


Found with Loot. 


Gertin was shot while in a garage in 
the rear of 1916 Fullerton avenue, 
where Detective Lalowski found him 
with the loot, as well as a car stolen 
several weeks ago from Ethel Neal, 
5731 Winthrop avenue. 

Lalowski was off duty at the time of 
the capture and shooting of Gertin, 
who in*his criminal pursuits used also 
the aliases of Durkin, O’Brien, Sulli- 
van and a few others.

It is estimated that the Muscle Shoals develop 
ment in the Tennessee river will have cost $164,000,- ; 
000 when completed and one-fifth of that will have 
come out of taxes paid by the five midwest states, 
Michigan; Indiana, Wisconsin, Iowa, and Illinois. 
The taxpayers of these states will contribute over 
$31,000,000 to this Alabama project. 

If any one of these five midwestern states tried 
to get a $164,000,000 federal development for power 
or for anything else the answer would be, “ Try 
to get it.” We doubt that they could get the $31,- 
000,000 they pay toward Alabama water power. 

These states are federal provinces. The federal 
government sends them income tax collectors. 
They pay their money and are allowed to go about

CONGRESS AND BIBLE LAWS 

Loren H. Wittner of Illinois, an employé in the 
internal revenue bureau at Washington, filed a 
petition in the District of Columbia Supreme court 
for an injunction to restrain the payment of sal- 
aries to the superintendent of schools tn the district 
and to the head of the department of biology and 
chemistry in the high schools. The petit‘oner 
alleges that the superintendent has permitted to be 
taught and the head of the department has taught 
things disrespectful of the Bible. 

Congress attached a rider to the 1925 District of 
“Columbia appropriation bill. It provided that none 
of the money appropriated should be used in pay- 
ment of any one who taught disrespect for the 
Bible or who permitted such teaching.

CHICAGO.—The launching of the 
giant crib at the east end of the lake 
tunnel two miles from shore was 
successfully accomplished. The crib is 
forty and one-half feet high and built 
in pentagonal form in a circumscribed 
circle 98% feet in diameter. It is 
built of logs one foot sqhare and con- 
sists of three walls at a distance of 
11 feet from each other, leaving a 
central pentagonal space having an in- 
scribed circle of twenty-five feet within 
which will be fixed the iron cylinder, 
nine feet in diameter, to run from the 
water line to the tunnel sixty-four feet 
below tke surface and thirty-one feet 
below the hed of the lake at that point. 
The crib contains 750,000 f of lum- 
ber and weighs 1,800 tons. t one- 
third of the tunnel is excavated and in 
a year it is expected to be completed, 
thus giving Chicago the purest water 
supply in the world.

CHICAGO.—Probably 1,200 persons 
were drowned when the excursion 
steamship Eastiand, bearing Western 
Electric company employes to a picnic 
at Michigan City, capsized just as it 
was about to leave the pier on the 
south bank of the Chicago river, west 
of the Clark street bridge. Up to 
midnight last night 919 bodies of men, 
women and children had been re 
covered. Of these 200 had been iden- 
tified. The unidentified lie in the Sec- 
ond Regiment armory, Curtig street 
and Washington boulevard. Each 
body is tagged with a number and as 
soon as it is identified it is hurried 
away to an undertaker’s. 

Of the passengers and crew, reported 
to be a few less than 2,600, 700 have 
reported as safe. That would mean 
that $00 bodies are still in the hull 
of the ship or in the river, making 
more than 1,800 dead. However, the 
authorities do not believe that such a 
number are dead and not recovered.

SHANGHAI, July 24.—The local 
Fengtien military authorities today, 
acting apparently upon instructions 
from Peking, made a general cleanup 
of the local strike situation, raiding 
and closing the seamen’s union, com- 
merce, education, and labor union, and 
the students’ tnion, making many ar- 
rests and warning the leaders of the 
penalty of execution unless the dis- 
orders and intimidatiegggyere immedi- 
ately discontinued. 

Riot Yor Strike Doles. 

The foreign settlement police today 
broke up a mob of 300 seamen, who 
attemuted to storm the Chinese cham- 
ber of commerce, demanding strike 
doles, promised by the students but 
not forthcoming. The failure to re- 
ceive further strike funds is leading 
to much bitterness among the workers, 
who claim they were double crossed 
by the agitators, who induced them 
to quit their jobs. 

The workers at the Japanese cotton 
mills today renewed their demands for 
recognition of their union, full wages 
during the strike, a pay increase, an 
order preventing mill employés from 
carrying arms, and compensation for 
laborers injured during the recent riot- 
ing. The Japanese proprietors refuse 
to recognize the union, although will- 
ing to grant a pay @ncrease and to in- 
demnify relatives of the killed_and 
wounded. 

Peking Refuses Aid. 

The shortage of funds by the union 
leaders is causing a bombardment of 
the Peking government for official aid, 
but this has been turned down, due

Green Affle Sauce. 


In mentioning green apples, we may 
first think of the apple pie, so let us 


mention that one pound and a half of 
apples, after they are peeled and sliced 
and cut in about one-twelfth sized 
pieces, are none too much for a pie a 
little more than eight inches in diam- 
eter, and you may heap up more in it 
if you can. Even les8 than this looks 
like a heap when in the pie plate, but 
the heap cooks down to half or less. 
A thin apple pie is not much. 

By the way, a quart of apples cut 
fine as mentioned will weigh about a 
pound and a quarter, so if you have 
not the scales, as you should have if 
you are the least bit devoted to the 
technique of cookery, you can get the 
right weight by using your quart 
measure. And when it comes to mak- 
ing your pie, do have the edge of the 
crust thin if you wish it to be really 
edible.
